LIVERPOOL WHEAT PRICE 


During the past few weeks there 
have appeared in the pyess letters 
about the difference between the price 
of what in Canada and the price of 
wheat in Liverpool, and during the 
same time many fanners have written 
to the Grain Exchange on that sub¬ 
ject. It is more than likely that farm¬ 
ers have been asking counry elevator 
operators about the same thing. For 
this reason we think it advisable to 
give you som^j accurate' information 
on the master. 

A very fair sample of the letters re¬ 
ferred to appeared in the Grain Grow¬ 
er’s Guide of January 17th from Mr. 
A. Lunan of Fort Saskatchewan. Mr. 
Lunan makes the following statement: 

“The Edmonton Journal_of Tuesday, 
December 12th, quotes No.'l Northern 
Wheat at 82 cents per bushel at Ed¬ 
monton, and 10s. 5d. per bushel at 
Liverpool. 10s. 5d. at the exchange 
rate quoted for the same day is equal 
to $2.41 Canadian money. The trans¬ 
portation charges from Edmonton to 
Liverpool are approximately 46 cents 
per bushel, 46 plus 82 equals $1.28, 
cost of buying and transporting one 
bushel of wheat from Edmonton to 
Liverpool, where it sells for $2.41, 
leaving a net profit for the middleman 
of $1.13 per bushel, while the farmer 
is paying a little over 136 per cent, 
commission for selling his wheat” 

Based on this statement, Mr. Lunan 
says all sorts of things about the 
grain trade. 

Now, what are the facts ? There is 
a future’s market at Liverpool, oper¬ 
ated by the Corn Trade Association 
there. Wheat prices in that market 
are not quoted per bushel, they are 
quoted “per cental,” and a cental 
■m^ans 100 lbs. while the bushel is 
only 60 lbs. 

On December 12th December wheat 
was quoted in the Liverpool market 
for futures at 10s. 5d. per cental, and J 
this is the price that Mr. Lunan refers 
to. He, apparently, does not know 
that this price>was for 100 lbs. of 
wheat and not for 60 lbs. 

Mr. Lunan states that 10s. 5d. on 
that date was equal to $2.41 Canadian 
money. If so, 10s. 5d. was equal to 
$1.44 per bushel, which throws a very 
different light on his ^statement 

This, however, is not the whole of 
the story. On the futures market in 
Liverpool the seller can deliver to the 
buyer on the same contract either 
Manitoba wheat or U. S. spring wheat 
or U. S. hard wheat or Australian 
wheat, as it suits him, provided the 
wheat he offers to deliver is satisfac¬ 
tory to the Grading Committee of the 
Liverpool Corn Trade Association. 

Now, Canadian exporters do not and 
cannot sell Canadian wheat that way, 
and the price at which the Canadian 
exporter sells is not the futures pride 
as quoted in Liverpool market for 
futures. The Canadian exporter, as a 
rule, sells on what is called a "c.i.f.” 
contract (cost, insurance and freight). 
In other words, the Canadian exporter 
buys Canadian wheat in Canada, pays 
the freight and all charges to the sea¬ 
board, charters the ocean liner, pays 
all charges on and is responsible for 
the wheat until the ship gets to Liver¬ 
pool ; but he does not deliver the 
wheat from the boat to the dock, the 
buyer is responsible for that. 

| Using the technical term, the Cana¬ 
dian exporter sells Canadian wheat 
l.i.f. the steamer at the dock at Liver¬ 
pool, and the Liverpool prices with 
which Canadian prices should be com¬ 
pared are the prices that the Liver¬ 
pool buyer offers or pays to the Cana¬ 
dian exporter for wheat in that posi¬ 
tion. 

Coming now to the llth-12th Dec¬ 
ember, how much were Liverpool 
buyers offering for wheat on that 
date? 

On the* evening of December 11th 
one of our exporters offered a Liver¬ 
pool buyer No. 1 Northern wheat at 
49s. per quarter ILf. Liverpool, the 
quarter being 8 bushels. The Liver¬ 
pool buyer cabled back that the price 
was too high, as there was very little 
demand for Canadian wheat at the 
time, and he bid 48s. per quarter (or 
6s per bushel) for January shipment. 
At the rate of exchange on that date 
this bid was $1.39 (Canadian money) 
per bushel. This was the best bid 
that this exporter could get from 
Liverpool on the evening of the 11th 
and the morning of the 12th. 

The closing price at Fort William 
was $1.07-% per bushel on December 
12th. Had the exporter accepted the 
bid, therefore, he would have had 
31-%c per bushel out of which to pay 
all the costs of getting the wheat from 
Fort William to Liverpool and to 
make his profit, and as he could not 
make any profit on the bid he refused 
it 
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How very different these facts are 
from Mr. Lunan’s statement. 

Coming now to Canadian prices on 
that date, the closing price at Fort 
William was, as stated, 107-%. If a 
farmet had -held his wheat In store 
Fort William, he could have sold at 
the full closing price, out of which 
e would have paid the costs of put¬ 
ting his wheat -in store Fort William 
and the lc a bushel commission. If 
he had had his wheat on track on that 
date, he could have sold at $1.07-% 
out of which he would have paid his 
costs. 

Fort William, all that the grain trade 
would have received would have been 
the country elevator charge^i-%c, the 
commission for selling,-'fcT and the

iur. Liiinan takes the price of wagon- 
loud wheat at Edmonton, but wagon¬ 
load wheat on that date at Edmonton 
carried the risk of lying in Canada 
till the opening of navigation, paying 
storage, interest and insurance in the 
meantime. 

Now, what is the total cost of tak¬ 
ing a bushel of wheat from Edmon¬ 
ton to Liverpool? Well, the total 
cost varies from day to day, because 
freight rates on the Great Lakes and 
on the Atlantic Ocean vafy from day 
to day. The Atlantic rate on flour is 
a uniform rate, but the rate on wheat 
both on the Great Lakes .and on the 
ocean depends on the amount of ton¬ 
nage available and the demand for it. 

The items of cost in taking a bushel 
of wheat from Edmonton to Liverpool 
at the date named were as follows:

HOW GREAT BRITAIN WILL PAY 
ITS DEBTS TO THE U. S. 


Ihe following is a composite state- 
ment gleaned from The Associated 
Pfcess, New York Tribune, and Wall 
.Street Journal, regarding the debt¬ 
funding “suggestions” agreed to by 
the British Cabinet: f 

The British agree to pay off the 
debt to the United States, whiihl now 
totals $4,746,862,560, principal and in¬ 
terest, on, the familiar building and 
loan association plan, inside of sixty- 
two years. 

The rattf of interest for the first ten 
years is 3 per cent. 

The rate of interest for the remain¬ 
ing fifty-two years is to be 3% per 
cent. 

Between the time debt was contract¬ 
ed in 1917 and the date of final settle¬ 
ment of the funding terms, the British 
will be charged only 4% per cent, in¬ 
terest instead of the 5

Government. 

The amount, of money to be paid 
every year to be approximately the 
same, and to be, roughly, about 4 per 
cent, of the total debt. 

As the amount of the debt de¬ 
creases, from year to year, the same 
sum of money pays off every year an 
increasing amount of the principal. 
This annual amount ip, roughly, $188- 
000,000. 

Treasury officials say that Great 
Britain will have paid more than $10,- 
000,000,000 at the end of the sixty- 
two years If the foregoing interest 
rates prevail. The right Great Britain 
reserves to retire such portions of the 
debt at such times as her financial 
position permits may reduce the

It should be noted that as compared 
with the table showing the cost an 
November 29th, there is an Increase in 
two items on December 12th, lake 
freight and lake insurance. On Nov¬ 
ember 29th lake freight was 6c, and 
lake insurance 50c. 

The great trouble is that the facts 
about the grain trade are not general¬ 
ly known. We do not ask you to get 
into arguments with your clients, but 
if any farmers ask you for the facts 
we want you to have them. 

There is a paper in Liverpool called 
the Liverpool Daily Post and Mer¬ 
cury. On January 2nd that paper is¬ 
sued a special supplement, and in that 
supplement there is a page given to 
the Liverpool Corn Exchange. The 
following paragraph is taken from an 
article in that supplement on “Liver¬ 
pool Supreme as a Great Port” by J. 
M. Reid, President of the Liverpool 
Corn Trade Association: 

“It is a curious fact, and, in the 
writer’s opinion, largely due to this 
futures business, that on most day of 
the year the price of wheat In Liver¬ 
pool is lower than the price abroad 
plus the cost of transport to this 
country. As this article is being writ¬ 
ten, wheat is selling in the trading 
r»«A the association for delivery 
next March at 2s. per 480 lbs. less 
than the cost of any wheat which 
could at present be bought to fill the 
contracts; and in the sanie way flour 
and bread for household use are usu¬ 
ally cheaper here than in either the 
U. S. A. or Canada whic h s upply us 
with so much of our raw material for 
these articles.” 

The important point—and It is cor¬ 
rect—is contained in the words "on 
most days of the year the price of 
wheat in Liverpool is lower than the 
price abroad plus the cost of transport 
to England.” »

BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Vulcan Opera House-2 Nights 


> Premier Greenfield gave a state¬ 
ment to the Legislature Friday after¬ 
noon in which he declared it to be the 
intention of the government to stop 
further guarantee for distribution of 
seed grain to farmers. His statement 
follows: 

“Believing that the policy that has 
prevailed for some years of provincial 
guarantee for seed grain advances is 
wrong in principle and should be dis¬ 
continued, the government at its first j 
regular session initiated a policy look¬ 
ing to the final termination of such 
advances. The effect of the Drought j 
Area Relief Act has been to conserve 
adequate grain for seed grain pur- j 
poses throughout the major part of 
that area.

The genera 
tion to whom it Was given to first 
penetrate the Rocky Mountains and 
to seek out the routes which are to¬ 
day” avenues of uninterrupted travel 
has all but passed, and while for 
the eyes of other adventurous spirits 
the..Canadian Pacific Rockies still 
reserve in countless valleys and 
untravelled mountain passes scenes 
as splendid as any of its well-known 
wonders, it is to the men of this 
passing generation that Canada owes 
its greatest debt of gratitude They 
penetrated the wilderness, anil made 
it possible . for .others to follow 
Backed by the men of imperial vision 
and determination who imagined and 
then built Canada's first national 
railroad, the Canadian Pacific, as 
the corner stone of Canada's future, 
they found their way against almost 
insuperable difficulties and mapped 
the roads for other men to travel 
over 

On January 26 last, at Vancouver, 
another of these men died in the 
person of Captain Frank Armstrong, 
the history of whose life is but a 
history of the opening up to civiliza 
tion of the Rocky Mountains and 
British Columbia Frank Armstrong 
was born in Montreal and educated 
at the High School of that city He 
began his career in the office of the 
Harbour Commissioners as assist 
aht secretary The family connec¬ 
tion with that office was of long 
duration, his great-grandfather hav- 
ving been Commissioner about 100 
years ago when the office was an 
Imperial appointment 

The call of the West with its ad 
venture and opportunity was strong 
among the youth of Montreal of 
those days, and the old city gave 
richly of its best to the upbuilding 
of newer Canada Frank Armstrong 
was among those who went into the 
new country, and early in his career 
he was a member of the C P R 
‘survey that, under the late Major 
Rogers, * found the Rogers Pns« 
through the Selkirks One of the most 
interesting of the events in which 
he figures was connected with the 
finding of the Eagle Pass through the 
Selkirk range in 1881. On this trip 
he accompanied his life-long friend 
the Hon. Fred Aylmer, of Richmond 
and Major Rogers after whom the 
Rogers Pass is named The engineer 
ing party wintered at Moberly Peak 
in 1882, and through a combination 
of circumstances suffered great pri 
vations. When things got most dcs 
perate Frank Armstrong volunteered 
to go south to Idaho on snowshoe* 
with a toboggan to get food, and this 
arduous task he successfully accom 
plished in the face of great fliffi 
culty The Aylmer and Armstrong 
ranches on the upper Columbia river 
near Windermere, were established 
in the early eighties Frank Arm 
strong was the pioneer of steam 
boat navigation on both the upuer 
Columbia and upper Kootenay rivers 
When the railway was finally built

The Minister of the Interior has set 
the date for the opening of the Banff- 
Windermere motor highway through 
the Canadian Rockies for traffic for 
Saturday, June 30. The official cere¬ 
mony will take place about noon at 
Vermilion Crossing, a point midway 
between Banff, Alberta, and Winder- 
mere, British Columbia. It is pro¬ 
posed that motorists from the east or 
Banff end of the road and from the 
west or Windermere end should leave 
their respective points early enough 
in the morning of that date to meet 
at the Crossing at noon in time for 
the ceremony. 

The new highway, which forms the 
connecting link in the 6,000 mile 
“Grand Circle Tour,” through Western* 
Canada and the United States, was 
completed last fall and the cngine&rs 
expect that by the end of June every¬ 
thing will be in readiness for the 
opening and the summer traffic. 

The new road is built through the 
heart of some of the finest scenery in 
the Rockies, seventy-three miles ,of it 
being through virgin mountain and 
forest country where many of the 
peaks as yet bear no name. One of 
the unique features of the road is that 
it crosses two mountain passes. The 
main range of the Rocky Mountains 
is traversed via the Vermilion pass at 
jin altitude of 6,600 feet and later the 
road is carried over the Brisco range 
through the Sinclair pass at an eleva¬ 
tion of 4,950 feet. The grades, how¬ 
ever, are easy, the average being 3 
per cent. A grade of 9 per cent is the 
maximum and this occurs only at one 
point over a stretch of about 400 feet.

ACCIDENTS AND COMPENSATION 


Accidents in Alberta reported under 
the workmen’s compensation act total¬ 
led 7,618 in 1922 as compared with 
7,069 in 1921, according to the annual 
report of the board given to the legis¬ 
lature. hi 1920. the accidents totalled 
‘6,418 and in 1919 they totalled 3,466. 
Fatal accidents in 1922 totalled 66, in 
1921 totalled 65, and 1920 they were 
81 ajtd in 1919 were 43. 

The amounts paid in compensation 
and medical aid during the past four 
years were as follows:

1921 . 367,102.17 

1920 . 243,936.84

The average! amount of compensa¬ 
tion paj.d per accident in 1922 was

tion act, 889 accidents involved me¬ 
dical aid, 1600 involved compensation 
and temporary disability, 125 involved^ 
permanent disability, and 35 were 
fatal. Under this schedule 47 depen¬ 
dents of deceased are receiving com¬ 
pensation. Under schedule 2, 843 ac¬ 
cidents involved medical aid, 1630 in¬ 
volved temporary disability and com¬ 
pensation and 69 involved permanent
